SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The correspondence entitled First Time (also known as No 34 One Letter to Editor) is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists of a covering letter, a writer profile, a nine page story entitled 
First Time , and a letter of receipt. The story describes a twelve year old boy 
masturbating and goes on to detail how the boy lost his virginity at the age of fourteen 
to his adult uncle. The text is written in a titillating way and emphasises how much the 
boy enjoyed the experience. By explicitly describing such activity and presenting it in a 
manner designed to arouse the reader the publication promotes and supports the 
exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. The publication also 
promotes behaviour which is an offence under the Crimes Act 1961 (indecency 
between man and boy). 

The classification of this publication has been considered under s3(2)(a) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Section 3(2)(a) of the 
FVPC Act, as a deeming provision, takes precedence over si 4 of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. 
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
